The younger sis- 
ter married some fifteen years ago, a 
German nobleman, a Lutheran, and has 
since then also left the Roman Catholic 
communion. The elder has been in very 
poor health for some years, from having 
to occupy a position before the world as 
a prominent Roman Catholic, 
which was not a real one, and into 
which her own generosity led her as a 
young and inexperienced girl. Now at 
last her own mind has asserted itself, 
and she returns to the creed of her an- 
cestors.’’ 

Mary Gwendolin Caldwell is the daugh- 
eér of William Shakespeare Caldwell, 
who after being a theatrical manager in 
England settleqg in Richmond, Va., and 
eventually made a fortune in building 
gas plants in St. Louls, Chicago, Mobile 
and other cities. He married Miss Breck- 
inridge, a famous Kentucky belle. Miss 
valdwell and her sister, Lina, spent the 
summers at Newport, where they had a 
magnificent house and usually passed 
part of the winter when they.were not 
abroad, in New York. On the death of her 
father Miss Caldwell inherited $2,000,000 
and in 1896 Miss Caldwell was married 
to the Marquis des Monsteires Merinville, 
a French nobleman, in St. Joseph church, 
Avenue Hiche, Paris, by Bishop Spalding. 
of Peorta, Ills., the guardian and admin- 
istrator of the estate of Miss Caldwell, 
assisted by Father Cooke. 

At the time of her marriage Miss Cald- 
well was a very handsome woman about 
35 years old and a devout Roman Cath- 
olic. She had previously shown her de- 
'Votion to the church by giving $300,000 
to found the Divinity college of the Ro- 
man Catholic university in Washington. 
Some seven years previous to her mar- 
riage Miss Caldwell was engaged to 
Prince Murat, grandson of the king of 
Naples. The engagement was broken be- 
Cause the prince insisted that half of 
Miss Caldwell’s fortune should be set- 
tled upon him. 

Miss Lina Caldwell married Baron Von 
Zedwitz. who was killed on his yacht 
Isolde August 18, 1896, while taking part 
in the races of the Royal Albert regatta 
at South Sea, England, ag a result of a 
collision with Emperor Willfam’s yacht, 
Meteor. The baron was struck on the 
head by a block or a plece of broken

Brownlow, of Tennessee, a clerk in the 
postofice department, who acted as dis- 
bursing officer of the department at the 
St. Louis exposition, was dismissed from 
the service today by order of the presi- 
dent. 

Brownlow was charged with imperti- 
nence and insubordination, and as he 
declined to withdraw his offensive lan- 
guage his dismissal followed. 

While Postmaster General Payne was 
yet alive he wrote Brownlow directing 
that he send to the department a state- 
ment of his receipts and disbursements. 
In response Brownlow forwarded the ag- 
gregate sums of his receipts and dis- 
bursements. The postmaster general 
then ordered him to submit to the de- 
partment an itemized statement of 
moneys he had handled. This Brownlow 
declined to do, accompanying his refusal 
with statements to the postmaster gen- 
eral which were cunsidered offensive.

ANDRE FORCED TO'LEAVE — 
WAR MINISTRY OF FRANCE 
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Gen. Andre, French War Minister. 
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Paris, November 1!5.—General Andre 
today resigned the portfollo of minister 
of war, and Henry Berteaux, a member 
of the chamber of deputies and a success- 
ful broker on the Bourse, was nominated 
as his successor. This change in the 
ministry is the culmination of flerce as- 
saults upon the administration of the 
war office, in the course of which the 
chamber of deputies was the scene of 
frequent wild disorders, including the 
recent personal assault upon General 
Andre. Fs 

These events stirred the public to a 
high pitch of excitement, and particu- 
larly army and parliamentary circles, 
where a succession of duels evinced the 
bitterness. General Andre reached the 
decision to resign only this morning, and 
immediately dispatched a letter to Pre- 
mier Combes. The text of this letter, 
which was given out tonight, asserts 
that the attacks against the war office 
were merely a device of enemies of the 
government to undermine the repubiig 

“While proud of the work to which I 
have devoted my best energies,’’ General 
Andre wrote, “I have too much love for 
my country and the republic to accept 
for one moment the hypothesis that I 
am the cause of disunion within the re- 
publican majority. It is by the united 
action of this majority that the minis- 
tries of Wlaldeck-Rousseau and Combes 
have saved the republic from the perils 
confronting it, and it is, thanks to 
this continued union, that the republican’ 


party Will achieve the great task before 
7 

The letter concludes with affectionate 
adieus to General Andre’s’ colleagues 
and his thanks fr their cooperation. 

Premier Combes laid the letter before 
the cabinet meeting this afternoon and 
en agreement was speedily reached to 
invite M. Berteaux to suC- 
ceed General Andre. The pre- 
mier presented M. Berteaux to Pres- 
‘dent Loubet at 6 o'clock this evening 
and the announcement of the change 
was thereupon officially made. 

The news of the resignation of Gen- 
eral Andre created a sensation owing to 
the intensity of the recent controversy. 
The opposition to the ministry hailed 
the resignation as a great victory, which 
will speedily lead to the fall of the en- 
tire ministry. 

Reports were ciroulated tonight that 
MM. Pelleton, Rouvier and Maruejouls 
are also likely to resign the portfolio, of 
the ministries of marine, finance and 
public works, respectively; but there fs 
no confirmation of these. reports. Con- 
servative opirion is that the cabinet will 
be strengthened by the removal of the 
chief source of the present discord and 
weakness. 

The choice of M. Berteaux to be minis- 
ter of war evokes no enthusiasm, as he 
is not a soldier and his election breaks 
the recent tradition regarding the choice 
= a military head of the war adminis- 
tration.

Birmingham, Ala., November 15.—The 
sixteenth anaual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Railroad Commis- 
Sioners began here today with a large 
attendance present, including state rail- 
road commissioners and deputy commis- 
sioners from almost every state in the 
union. Scores of commissioners came in 
last night and this_ morning from the 
south and east, and shortly before the 


- convention met today a special train bear- 


ing about fifty commissioners from the 
western states arrived. When the con- 
vention met President John V. Smith, 
of Montgomery, Ala., delivered his annual 
address. ‘ 


Address of President. 
President Smith took strong grounds 
against the federal government owner- 
ship of railroads, saying that a political 


_party with the patronage afforded by 
the railroads and the appointment of. 


over a million employees could not only 
perpetuate itself in power, but in a few 
years could build up a monarchy, and 
our now boasted free institutions would 
become the laughing stock of the na- 
tions. Government supervision reason- 
ably and justly administered and not 
government ownership, he said, was to 
his mind, the solution of the problem of 
railroad combinations. 

‘Let the railroads combine,” the 
speaker continued, ‘‘and combine until 
every mile is under one vast system, and 
I have sufficient confidence in our gov- 
ernment to believe that under proper su- 
pervision these combinations could be 
made a blessing instead of a curse to our 
nation. 

“It might also be said, with some de- 
gree of truth that if our state and na- 
tional leaders in politics would cease their 
wild and unmeaning rantings against 
railroads, combines and trusts, and their 
appeals to the passions and prejudices of 
the great masses of the people, arousing 
bitter partisan feelings in the minds of 
the unthinking public for the upbuilding 
of their own or their parties politica] for- 
tunes and turn their attention to a seri- 
ous and conscientious study of this ques- 
tion along broad and statesmanlike .ines, 
a remedy would soon be found that would 
conserve the interests of the public and 
the railroads as well.’’ 

Fighting Rates. 

Speaking of what he termed the clam- 
or for reduction of the cost of transpor- 
tation, the speaker said he felt that a 
note of warning should be sounded and 
a spirit of conservatism prevail in the 
future exercise of government contro] of 
railroad corperations 

‘The railroads,’ he said, ‘owe the pub- 
lic the very best service at the cheapest 
cost which their financial conditions can 
sustain, but let us not in our eager de- 
sire for better service and cheaper trans- 
portation lay our hands so heavily upon 
them as to retard progress or to result in 
depiving the owners of their property 
without due process of law.”’

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The chairmen of the republican and 
democratic congressional campaign 
committees had a fight for their po- 
litical jives in the recent election. 
Mr. Cowherd, who has long represent- 
ed’ the Kansas City district in Missou- 
ri, fell by the wayside entirely, and 
his republican colleague, Joseph W. 
Babcock, of Wisconsin, only escaped 
the same fate by theskin of his teeth. 
The retirement of Mr. Cowherd from 
congress leaves a vacancy, not only 
in the office mentioned, but on the 
democratic side of the bouse, which 
will be hard to fill. 

The close call of Mr. Babcock calls 
for a few words in passing Not so 
‘ong ago he was one of the most pop- 
ular members of the Wisconsin dele- 
gation in the estimation of his constit- 
uents. In 1900 he was reelected. to 
congress by the immense plurality of 
12,525 votes. His plurality in the re- 
cent election is said to have been un- 
der 300. 

When Mr. Babcock was receiving his 
large pluralities he was an. ardent 
tariff reformer, and his advocacy of 
revision and reciprocity was evidently 
in’ accord with tue sentiments of his 
republican constituency. When the 
“Iovia idea” was in its prime in the 
republican. northwest, Mr. Babcock 
was one of its most. distinguished 
champions. He not only warmly ¢s- 
poused it with his constituents, but hfs 
influence in that direction was felt 
somewhat uncomfortably by tke major- 
ity in congress. He was regarded as 
one of his party’s pestiferous “blanket 
Indians.” 

After the Chicago convention Mr. 
Babcock sarg exceedingly low about 
the “Iowa idea.” If he sang about 
it at all, it was to his inner conscious- 
ness. The dictum of the “protection” 
bosses of the republican party had gone 
forth, and Babcock, with the rest of 
the western tariff malcontents, toed 
the “stand pat” mark. 

Then came the local split among 
Wisconsin republicans as the result 
of the determination of the corporation 
interests to retire Governor LaFollette 
and his radical school of politics. Con- 
gressman Babcock was one of the rfng 
ieaders with Senators Spooner anda 
Quarles to compass the bold little gov- 
érnor’s political undoing and drive tie 
last trace of “LaFoiletteism” out of 
Wisconsin. The will of this “big three” 
was law at the Chicago convertion, 
but the subsequent triumph of LaFol- 
lette in obtaining recognition as to 
his party status through the courts 
is now familiar political history. The 
“stalwart” faction of the republican 
party in Wisconsin; led by Spooner- 
Quarles-Babcock, was discredited from 
the very beginning of the state cam- 
paign. The only question was whether 
its disaffection would prove potent 
enough to enable the democrats to 
elect George W. Peck governor. 
Naturally, the factional attitude of 
Babcock cost him hundreds and hun- 
dreds of republican votes in the con- 
greesional election. His opponeat 
was a strong, clean man, and his ad- 
vocacy of the righteous tariff princi- 
ples of the democracy was far from 
displeasing to republican sentiment in 
Babcock’s district. Babcock, a year 
before, wag coaching his constituents 
on the same lines, though under the 
‘Iowa idea” label. 

Had this not been a presidentiai 
year, the distinguished chairman of 
the republican congressional campaign 
committee would have lost his seat in 
congress to a democrat. The Roose- 
velt tidal wave carried him along with 
it, and he was barely able to land. 

It is very doubtful if, two years 
hence, the Hon, Joseph W. Babcock is 
the nominee of his party for his old 
seat in congress.

A Bumper Corn Crop. 

The final estimate of the depart- 
ment of agriculture on this year’s 
corn crop is out. The probable yield 
is placed at the enormous figure of 
2,453,000,000 bushels. 

If these figures are borne out by 
the harvest, now practically over, the 
1904 corn crop will be the largest mn 
the history of the country, barring the 
phenomenal crop of 1902, when the 
bumper result of 2,523,648312 bushels 
was recorded. 

It is noteworthy in passing that the 
government’s final estimate on corn 
before the final estimate on all grains 
is given a little later, is only 10,000, 
000° bushels under the estimate of the 
produce exchange, based on the Octo- 
ber conditions. James J. Hill, tha 
great northwestern magnate, who has 
reason to be regarded as a cereal sta- 
tistical forecaster of the first rank, 
placed his corn estimate for 1904 at 
500,000,000 bushels less than the pres- 
ent governmeniestimate, and his ac- 
tion resulted in’@ decided bull move- 
ment a few weeks ago. Mr. Hill Is 
understood to still adhere to hig fig- 
ures in the face’ of the official fore- 
cast, but it is now certain that he is 
far below the mark,

The Revival and Charity. 

The sermon of Dr. C. J. Harris, of 
the Universalist church, Sunday morn- 
ing, in which he criticised the man- 
agement of the recent gospel union 
revival in Atlanta for expending from 
$8,008 to $12,000 to conduct the greai 
series of religicus meetings, has been 
widely commented upon locally. 

Dr. Harris deprecated the expenJi- 
ture of this large sum of money for the 
generation of spiritual enthusiasm in 
the Master’s Cause when, as he point- 
ed out. that sum might have been ex- 
pended in the physical relief of the 
poor and needy of Atlanta to infinite- 
ly a more Christian advantage. Dr. 
Harris’ inference was that the mere 
spiritual side of Christianity as manil- 
fested in an outpouring of the spirit of 
grace at a revival is not practical 
Christianity in the literal light of the 
Divine Founder’s life and precepts in 
comparison with the Christianity that 
feeds the hungry, clothes the naked, 
fministers to the sick and visits the 
imprisoned. 

“What if this $10,000 were given to 
our Salvation Army or the King’s 
Daughters?” Dr. Harris asked. “I tell 
you, every nook and correr, crevice 


force of it. We would thereby prove 
the possession of true religion.” 

We take it that no Christian will 
consider it an’ open question that 
Christianity must take cognizance of 
the bodies and material well-being of 
men, as well as of man’s spiritual well 
being. All agree that it is not enough 
to preach salvation and pass by on 


the world’s thugs and robbers. There 
may be such priests and Levites in the 
church, but they are not Christians. 
But Dr. Harris seems to have lost 
sight ofonegreat, palpable truth, which, 
wé think, is the milk in the argumenta- 
tive cocoanut. A revival of religion 
such as that which blessed Atlanta a 
fortnight ago, is necessary to put men 
and women in the Christian mood to 
play the good Samaritan. By such 2 
generous outpouring of the Holy Spirit 
purse-strings are relaxed and the hand 
of charity is opened. 

If, as is alleged, the grand revival 
of the Atlanta Business Men’s Gospel 
Union cost $10,000, so far from with- 
holding needed money from _ loca! 
charities, the spirit of charity and hu- 
man fellowship engendered by that re- 
vival should easily result in double or 
treble that large sum being expended 
as free-will offerings to suffering hu- 
manity. 

This should be the practical result 
of a genuine revival, the proportions of 
the one lately held in Atlanta, and 
The Constitution believes it will bear 
that kind of fruit in Atlanta. Surely 
this gracious result will follow, if the 
spiritual side of Atlanta was affected 
as there is reason to believe the big 
revival quickened it. An open heart 
through a season of evangelical effort 
logically leads to an open pocket, 
This should be the beneficent result, 
and, looking at the matter in its pe- 
cuniary relation to local charity and 
benevolence. the revival should prove 
to be a good investment from every 
standpoint. It should directly result 
in a large increase of the free-will of- 
ferings to the poor and needy within 
our gates. Hundreds to whom the 
blessed sensation is new should expe- 
rience the blessedness of giving. 

The Constitution believes the money 
spent in the organization and con- 
duct of the great revival was money 
well expended, and that the bread of 
charity will return many fold on the 
spiritual water.

- WAS GAINED BY THE STATE 


Decision as to Western 


Capitol Officials Much Interested in Supreme Court 


of Alabama Stock--Of- 


T ts conceded that in the decision 
| of the United States supreme court 

declaring that Georgia has the right 
under her constitution and laws to levy 
and collect a tax upon the $1,500,000 
Capital stock of the Western Railway 
oy Alabama, owned by the Georgia 
Railroad and Banking company, the 
State has won. undoubtedly the biggest 
tax victory in its history. 

With state capitol officials the ac- 
count of this decision as presented in 
y¢sterday’s Constitution, was the sole 
topic of discussion yesterday. Govern- 
or Terrell, Attorney Genera] Heart and 
Comptroller General Wright were, per- 
haps, the most deeply interested, and 
they met and talked it over during the 
morning. 

At the lowest calculation, this decis- 
jon means that at least $80,000 which 
hag not been counted on, wil] be paid 
into the state treasury. 

This means another reduction in the 
State tax rate. This year it was re- 
duced from $5 to $4.80 on $!,000, Next 
year with this coming increase in the 
treasury’s fund the tax rate can, no 


doubt, be reduced to $4.60. 

If the state's income under this de- 
cision should be still larger than $80,000, 
as the result of back taxes due on {tie 
stock, it would be possible to still furth- 
er reduce the tax rate. 

But an important feature of this de- 
cision igs that it does not affect alone 
the case in question. It does not ap- 
ply alone to railroad stocks, but to any 
stock in any foreign corporation, which 
is owned in this state. Under this de- 
cision any Georgian owning stock in a 
cotton mill or in any corporation of any 
kind located in another state, must Day 
taxes upon it. 

That there is a vast amount of stock 
in foreign corporations of many sorts 
owned in Georgia, there is no doubt, and 
tax receivers al] over the state will be 
instructed to seek it out and get it 
upon the tax books. Indeed, instruc- 
tions to this effect have been given 
heretofore by Comptroller General 
Wright, but owing to the fact that the 
question was in litigation these instruc- 
tions have been carried out in very few, 
if any, cases. In future Instructions to 
tax receivers and collectors the comp- 
tigller general will call attention to 
this supreme court decision, and will 
notify these officials that it is their duty 
under the law to seek out such stock 
and see to it that taxes are paid upon it. 

So interested were the capito] officiais 
in the matter that they wired yesterday 
to Washington for a full copy of the 
decision and opinion of the court, and 
these are expected the latter part of the 
week. 


Adverse Georgia Decision. 


This victory igs the more remarkable 
in that the state’s counsel had to con- 
tend with an adverse decision of the 
| Georgia supreme court. This Georgia 
decision, handed down some time in the 
‘early ’70’s, declared that stock in a for- 
‘eign corporation was not taxable in this 
state. 

Governor Terrell, as attorney general, 
iand Attorneys General Boykin Wright 
‘ard J. C, Hart, held that the constitu- 
tion of 1877 abrogated whatever of law 
was contained in that decision of the 
state supreme court because the con- 
stitution declared that all] property 
‘should be taxed ad valorem to the same 
Fextent: and they held that the capital 
stock of any corporation is property. 
This contention appears to have beer 
| fully sustained in the decision of the 
'United States supreme court. 

This decision should, therefore, bring 
millions of dollarg of property onto the 
state tax books outside of the Western 
ef Alabama stock, which was the only 
apecific property involved in this case, 
and it will do so unless the owners of 
stcck in foreign corporations are suc- 
cessful in eluding the tax gatherer. 

The conclusion was reached yesterday 
in discussing the case that the Georgia 
railroad will be liable to at least five 
years’, taxes on its holdings of Western 
of Alabama stock, instead of four years 
as was stated. The reason for this is that 
while the matter was fifst taken into 
court in 1901, after demand had been 
made for the payment of taxes, the case 
was based on taxes for 1900. Thus, un- 
der the decision, taxes will have to he 
paid for 1900, 190!, 1902, 1903 and 1904. 
It is quite probable, as was Stated in 
The Constitution, that these back taxes 
can be collected for seven years past, 
and even possible that they may be col- 
lected for fifteen years, the whole time 
that the stock has been owned In Georgia. 

But, even if only five years’ taxes can 
be collected on it, that will mean $40,000 
to the state from the Georgia railroad 
alone. This amount will have to be paid 
by the Louisville and Nashville and the 
Atlantic Coast —:ne, lessees of the Geor- 
gia, which have guaranteed all taxes on 
the property leased, and this Western 
of Alabama stock is a part of it. 

Central of Georgia, 100. 

Then, the state expects to collect a like 
amount from the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company on the other $1,800,000 
of Western of Alabama stock, of which 
it is the owner, making a total of about 
$80,000. 

But the Central of Georgia says its 
part of the stock fs not in Georgia at all; 
it is in New York city. where it is held 
by a trust company as security for an 
issue of bonds. 

To tnigs the state replies that thig fact 
does not change the ownership of the 
stock. It ig sti owned by the Central of 
Georgia Railway Company, which is a 
citizen of Georgia, and is merely hypothe- 
cated practically as security for a loan. 
The Central not only continues owner of 
the stock, but votes it and draws the 
dividends upon it. 

It is said that all deciisons of the 
supreme court on this subject hold to 
the effect that the owner of hypothecated 
securities is still the owner of them for 
the purposes of taxation. Personal prop- 
erty is taxable always at the residence 
of its owner, no matter where it may be 
located. 

So firmly is this principle established. 
that it is not believed the Centra] of 
Georgia will make a serious contest In the 
courts. State officials feel tolerably sure, 
therefore, that the taxes will be paid by 
the Gentra] without a continuance of the 
litigation. 

It is believed, too, that no further effort 
will be made to avoid the payment of 
taxes on these stocks. Whether the 
Georgia railroad can sell its holdings is a 
matter of much doubt. Under the lease 
contract, this stock is stil lowned by 
the Georgia; but the voting power Is in 
the name of the Louisville and Nashville 
and the Atlant{e Coast Line. 

It is reasonably certain, too, that the 
‘Central af Georgia cannot well dispose 
of tts holdings, nor is it Mkely that it

lived, therefore, that Georgia will con? 
tinue to collect taxes on this $3,000,000 
of stock in the Western Railway of Ala- 
bama for some time to come. 

Cities and Counties Benefit. 

Richmond county and the city of Au- 
gusta will came in for their share of 
taxes on the Western of Alabama stock 
reld by the Georgia railroad, while Chat- 
ham county and #he city of Savannah will 
both collect taxes on the stock held by 
the Central of Georgia. 

This means an enormous expense to tae 
owners of this stock. City and county 
taxes combined are far in excess of tha 
amount that will have to be paid the 
state, and it is probable that Augusta and 
Richmond county wilt collect in back 
taxes on this stock something like a total! 
of $60,000, while a like amount wil! go 
to the city of Savannah and Richmond 
county from the Central of Georgia; per- 
hays the amount will be even larger than 
this. 

The Western of Alabama stock is con- 
siderably above par. There are no bonds 
on the Western of Alabama, and the 
stock ig therefore a good paying in- 
vestment besides carrying with it the 
contro] of that road. 

Another Case Pending. 

Another case of this kind which came 
up on @ demand for taxes by Comptrol- 
ler General Wright, is now pending be- 
fore Judge W. Tf Newman in the United 
States circuit court here, and it is a 
case in which the decision of the su 
preme court whl, no doubt, control. 

ComptroHer General Wright sought to 
collect taxes on $388,000 of Atlanta anda 
West Point debentures, owned by the 
Georgia railroad, but held by the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and Atlantic Coast 
Line under the lease. He has been re- 
strained by injunction just as in the 
other case, Dut this case has never been 
argued. 

It is believed now there is no doubt 
that these debentures wil) be declared 
taxable, and they, too, will have to pay 
back taxes for several years, 3 

Comptroller General Wright has an im- 
portant share In this great victory. One 
of Georgia’s ablest and most faithty] 
and conscientious officials, it was he 
who sought out this property that has 
been escaping taxation, and it was upon 
his initiative that the question was first 
taken up. He insisted that the property 
was taxable, and when payment of taxes 
was refused, he levied on property be- 
longing to the companies concerned. It 
was then he wag stopped by injunction 
from proceeding with his executions until 
the matter could be determined by the 
courts. Now that it has been determined 
the state is the beneficiary, and all the 
state will feel it for some time to come 
in the consequent reduction of taxation. 


Congressional Returns. 

Secretary of State Philip Cook yes- 
terday completed the consolidation of the 
returns from the various congressional 
districts, showing the vote for each can- 
didate for congress. 

There are three counties yet to be 
heard from, Cherokee and Rabun, in the 
ninth district, and Columbia in the tenth. 
None of these have any bearing upon 
| the results, but their vote will add some- 
thing to the general total. 

The consolidation of the congressional 
vote, the three counties named excepted, 
shows that 94,398 votes were cast for 
the democratic candidates for congress, 
This is a somewhat larger vote than was 
cast for the democratic presidential 
ticket. 

Emanuel county gave seventy votes for 
R. M. Hitch for congress. He was the 
|captain who was recently dismissed from 
| the state service on account of charges 
,srowing out of his actions at Statesboro, 
while in command of troops sent there to 
prevent the lynching of two negroes.

State Capitol News. 

Camden county is thoroughly satisfied 
with St. Mary's as its county seat, as !s 
shown by the returns of an election on 
that subject which were received yeste-- 
day at the governor's office.

E4 Alexanler. alias Bill Bailey, alias 
the “Viaducf Burglar,’’ the negro who 
was caught last Saturday night while 
burglarizing Oppenheim’s saloon in the 
Prudential building, was arraigned before 
Record Broyles yesterday afternoon for 
@ preliminary trial. He was held in two 
cases of burglary under bonds of $!,000 
in each case, . 

Officer Bayne told how he had cap- 


tured the burglar. 

“Officer Hollingsworth and I,” stated 
Officer Bayne, ‘‘were together Saturday 
night doing duty in citizens’ clothes. 
About 2 o’clock Sunday morning I saw 
@ negro in Oppenheim’s saloon in the 
act of taking cigars from a show case. 
I spoke to Officer Hollingsworth and im- 
mediately opened fire on the burglar. IL 
fired two shots through a plate glass 
window. The negro dodged behind the 
counter and ran toward the rear of the 
store. I thought he was trying to es- 
cape through the rear door, and knowing 
what a premium was set on the head of 
the notorious and daring viaduct burglar, 
J amashed the plate glass window wWith 
the butt of my pistol and entered through 
the opening I had made. My hand was 
cut ag I did so. Officer Hollingsworth 
follawed me, and we canght this negro 
crouching behind a counter. On his per- 
gon were found a bunch of keys, a jimmy 
and a lot of jewelry. He had on @ 
pair of shoes that had come from the 
store of the Carhart Ghoe Company, No. 
di Viaduct place.” 

Shoes Had Been Stolen. 

A clerk for the Carhart Shoe Company 
testifiad that the shoes found on the 
megro had been taken from a box on 
ithe night the store was ‘burglarized, 
about two weeks ago. 

The prisoner declined to make any 
etatement. He merely admitted that he 
had been caught in the saloon. 

‘“] have two lawyers to defend me,” 
he remarked, “and I don’t care to talk 
@bout the case.”’ 

He was held for burglarizing Oppen- 
heim’s saloon and the store of the Car- 
hart Shoe Company. 

The police still believe that Alexander 
is not the only person connected with 
the mysterious viaduct burglaries and 
that the negro will make a full confes- 
gion before his final trial.

He 
requested all present to arise and re- 
peat the Lord’s prayer, and the voices 
in unison made a melody that charmed 


everyone within hearing of the _ repe- 
tition. 


Full and resounding was the say- 
ing of the Lord’s prayer. It reached the 
most remote Hnes of the gathering, and 
within those lines it was given yoice. 

“How Firm a Foundation Have I,” 
came next, and to its attention the pastor 
directed the gathering. It was with an 
energy and life the gathering rolled out 
the Iines. Many expressions of faith in 
that old story were observed before the 
end came. 

The pastor of the church followed with 
a reading of the scriptures. 

The history, rather an epitome of the

Deputy Grand Master Jeffries in charge. 
The gathering was dispersed by a prayer 
and then the Masons asesunf€d control of 
the situation. The Knights Templar were 
out in force as ap escort, and were prom- 
inent in the exercises, 

‘he articles to be deposited in the cor- 
nerstone had been read by an officer 
of the church and were then in the hands 
af the Masons. The cornerstone was 
raised to a pomt of vantage for the Ma- 
song, and the articles scheduled were de- 
posited in the recepticle. Then the stone 
was given its final location, and with the 
clapping of hands by the Masons the ex- 
ercisex were at an end. 

The body of’ the church is now as- 
suming SMape, and within the next few 
weeks the walls of the building will be 
showing themselves over the fences which 
have been constructed by the builders.

According to the statements made in 
the petition, the Capitola Compress Com- 
pany purchased some time ago a lot on 
the corner of Pearl street and the right 
of way of the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company from Mrs, Annie 
Stephens, paying for it a large sum. 

They expected to erect on this property 
a cotton compress. Previous to this pur- 
chase there was a side track along the 
right of way of the Georgia Railroad 
and Banking Company, which was subse- 
quéntly removed by the company with 
the understanding with the owners of 
the property that the track should be 
replaced should any such improvements 
be made, such ag the erection of a cotton 
compress. 

When the compress was erected, at a 
cost of $45,000, a spur track was built 
by the railroad connecting the compress 
with the main track, and another track 
was built entering the compress com- 
pany property. 

In September, 1903, the Capitola Com- 
press Company leased this property to 
the Atlanta Compress Company for a 
sum of $7,500 a year. The petitioners 
were recently notified by the Georgia 
Railroad and Banking Company, so they 
claim, that the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern railroad had acquired the right 
of changing and using the spur track. 
Afterwards fhey claim to have received 
notice from the Atlanta, Knoxville and

being so little surplus of cotton goods of 
every description on hand. 
WHEAT—Market |! 7-8 to 2 5-8c lower. 
The news ticker quotes a private cable 
as saying that Russian shipments for the 
week are 8,730,000, against 6,392,000 last 
week: but this was not confirmed. Ow- 
ing to wire trouble, the trade was without 
its customary statistics. Minneapolis 
stocks show an increase of 525,000 for 
half the week. After a firm opening the 
market seemed to sag under general 
commission house selling. There was 
some increase in the volume of busi- 
ness, the’ market at times beiing fairly 
active. The cash situation and flour 
demand continue slow, and aside from 
this there is nothing new. (Trade is 
moatly local, with the public looking on.)
